Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The Applicant has amended claim 1 to include 
the new limitation of "wherein the hooks are configured to engage two blood vessels to 
form a fluid-tight connection between an opening in the sidewall of one of the two blood 
vessels and the other of the two blood vessels". The new limitation changes the scope 
of the claims requiring a new search and new consideration.
